Affecting 150,000 Miles of Track in West, 


Delayed, Awaiting Conference Decision 


CHICAGO, March 15.—Mediation under the 


Erdman act was formally accepted today by 
the committee of officials of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen and Enginemen. 


In taking this action, which came after the 


receipt of a telegram from Chairman Knapp of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, the com* 
mittee stipulated that mediation must be speedy 
or it would not be accepted by the men employ- 
ed on the forty-seven railways involved. 


President W. S. Carter announced from the 


committee room late today that the firemen 
would accept the offered mediation under the 
Erdman act. 


"There will be no strike," said President 


Carter, "but the mediation must be speedy or 
the men will not submit to it." 
Letter Is Sent to Railroad Magnates 


President Carter declared that after voting 


in favor of the proffered mdiation the com* 
mittee drafted a letter to the general managers 
of the railways and sent a telegram to Chair* 
man Knapp of the Interstate Commerce* Com* 
mission accepting the offer. 


The letter, according to Mr. Carter, will in* 


form the managers that any attempt to delay In 
the settlement of the controversy by the federal 
mediators will be the signal for the men to at 
once break off all negotiations and begin with 
the walkout already decided upon. 


CHICAGO, March 15.—The date and hour of calling the ctriht 


of the Bremen on the western railroads was decided upon by the ' 
union officials today, but the committee adjourned until this after- 
noon without announcing the time. President Carter of the union ' 
said he believed the committee would order the strike regardless of 
the mediation proposal. 


News that the controversy between the western railroads and 


the Locomotive Firemen and Engine men would be mediated under 
the Erdman Act came as a surprise 10 the officials of the employes' 
union while they were in session endeavoring to decide on the hour 
when the strike would be called.

mittee reaffirms its former refusal to arbitrate all matters in contro- 
versy has been received and has been given serious consideration. 
The refusal of the managers' committee to arbitrate Articles 2 and 3 
on the plea that another organization's interests are involved will 
not be accepted by our committee, for the reason that we are only 
requesting the restoration of a rule and practice which our members 
have always enjoyed until recently, when the railroad managers ad- 
vocated the nullification of such rules, thereby depriving certain en- 
ginemen of rights which were accorded to every other employe in 
the service of the railways represented by the managers' committee. 
Authorized Men to Withdraw 


"Our committee authorizes me to express to the managers' com- 


mittee regret that our Conferences are thus brought to a close with- 
out having received a solution of the matters in dispute and to ad- 
vise you that our committee has authorized the men affected to with- 
draw from the service.

But Signers for this One Candidate Are 


Not Bound to Vote lor Him—Other 


Political Gossip ' 


The new primary law is not understood 


by a great many voters. 
Petitions of 


candidates are now being circulated all 
over the county, and a number of the 
electors are getting mixed up regarding 
the signing of them. 


District Attorney Donahue has been 


giving advice to a number of voters re- 
garding the signing of petitions. In the 
first place, the new primary law 
re- 


Quires that at least three per cent of the 
voters In the district where the candidate 
Is running, shall sign his petition. 
The 


law also declares that 
thp maximum 


number of signatures shall be ten per 
cent of the voters In the district in which 
the petitioner Is a candidate. 
Can Only Sign One 


The primary law declares that when a 


man signs the petition of a candidate 
for a_ certain office he Is debarred from 
signing another petition for a candidate 
for the same office. 
In other words 


man who signs two petitions of different 
candidates for the same office violates 
the law. A great many people are under 
the Impression that when a voter signs 
the petition of a candidate for office 
under the primary law that he Is bound 
to support that candidate at the primary 
election. 
This Is not the fact, however. 


Any man who signs a primary petition 
Is free to vote for any candidate In his 
party. 
Vote Is Not Pledged 


District Attorney Donahue says that 


the primary law In the nomination appli- 
cations simply recites that 
the signer 


"intends" to support the candidate men- 
tioned. 


"This Is not binding," said Mr. Don- 


ahue yesterday. 
"The electors do not 


have to vote for the man whose petition 
they sign. 
Many of our 
people 
have 


signed petitions hurriedly and they are 
now under the impression that they are 
compelled to support the candidate at 
the primary election. I want them to 
know that they are not In any way tied 
up except In so, far as they cannot sign 
another petition for a candidate for the 
same office."

To the Mayor and City Council tof the 
City of Oakland. 


Gentlemen: Noting the interest.of the 


city In the proposition to provide Oak- 
land with a municipal water supply, beg 
, to say that the undersigned will make an 
offer to sell the city a municipal water 
supply and water works If the council 
will Indicate officially its Idea of: 


1. The number of million gallons dally 


•with the first installation of water works. 


2. The capacity In millions of gallons 


dally supply to be made available for the 
city to take jfrom time to time as its 


Mr. Alberger this morning, "is what Oak- 
land wants; what kind of water thej 
want, how much they want and where 
they want it. There is no question but 
what Oakland needs more water. 
The 


population Is Increasing, the city has 
good financial standing and can borrow 
all the money It wants, and there is no 
reason why It should not have an ade- 
quate water supply. There is room for 
competition there; room for more water 
companies. All I want to know Is, what 
do they want, and then I'll submit my 
plans. 
If they won't tell me; If they 


won't Indicate exactly what they want 
in the line of a water supply and how 
much water they need, that will end it 
so far as I am concerned.

SOURCE OF SUPPLY. 


SAN FRANCISCO, 
March 
15.—The 


.proposition of another water supply for 
Oakland ana Alameda county, put for- 
ward to the city council last night in 
a communication from W. C. Alberger, 
a clrll engineer of this city, was dis- 
cussed by that gentleman this morning 
In hie office In the. Metropolis Bank 
building. 
The 
source 
of supply for 


this project, the financiers bi'hind it, and 
Indeed, the prime movers upon whose 
shoulders would fall the necessity for 
arranging water sheds, building pipe lines 
and distributive systems, are thus far 
unknown, and therefore the feasibility 
of Alberger's plan, or the advisability 
of considering it, cannot yet be deter, 
mined. 


"The first thing we want to know be- 


fore we submit our proposition," said 


WHAT OAKLAND WANTS. 


"I con say that wo are ready now to 


furnish Oakland, Alameda and Berkeley 
with all the water they will want for 
fifty years to come. Just when I could 
bring this water In I can't say, but two 
years would be a guess 
I have been 


engaged in investigations in. connection 
with water supply and electric power for 
the past twenty years, but I do not want 
to make any plans unti^I see what they 
want. I once did that in this city; made 
elaborate drawings and plans, and noth- 
ing came of it. 
I will say that our 


proposition is a good one, and that our 
water can be put in cheaper than any- 
body dreams of." 


"Who are the financial backers and 


the people behind your scheme?" he was 
asked. 


"Oh, It's too early 'for me to say that 


now. 
I couldn't divulge any Information 


of that kind." 


"Where do you propose to get the wa- 


ter from?" 


"That I cannot say either. There are 


plenty of sources of supply, you know, 
and I can tell you that ours is a good 
one." 


TO SATISFY OAKLAND. 


A further explanation from Alberger 


indicated that his concern contemplated 
mainly In their proposition the satisfy- 
ing of Oakland's plan and hope for a 
municipal supply. Although he did not 
plainly admit such to be the case, the 
engineer Intimated that 
his company 


would hardly come in under any other 
proposition than the building of a pipe 
line and distributive system with the 
ultimate intention of selling it to Oak- 
land and the other municipalities on the 
eastern shore of San Francisco bay 
He 


said plainly that If the 
city 
council 


would say what th°y want he would sub- 


mit his plans, if not the matter was 
ended. 


HE IS RETICENT. 


The reticence of Alberger with refer- 


ence to his source of supply, In view of 
the many properties of the Bay' Cities 
company, and the other water com- 
panies about the bay, leaves room for 
considerable conjecture as to where his 
water Is to come from. 
There has al- 


ways been a pet theory that It might be 
feasible tp bring water from Marln and 
Sonoma counties, where there is a plenti- 
ful supply, and where various concerns 
have spent a great deal of money with 
the Investigations of their engineers. 


Several of those who have looked Into 


this scheme pronounce It attractive on 
ts face, but impracticable by reason of 
the fact that the water must be brought 
across the bay, the pipes being laid in 
the bed of the channel, an engineering 
proceeding so expensive as to be almos' 
prohibitive. 
It may not be Mr. Alber- 


- Intention to bring his water from 


Ms source, but with that eliminated 
there are not so many other regions o: 
supply which have not already been pre- 
empted. 


Mr. Alberger was questioned also an to 


whether by chance he had any connec- 
tion with either the Peoples Water com- 
pany or the Bay Cities Water company. 
This he emphatically denied,' saying: 


WHAT TEVIS SAYS. 


"I am not connected with any firm now 


in existence." 


W. 
3. Tevfs, president of the Bay 


Cities Water Company, had not learned 
of Mr. Alberger's plan until told of It by 
THE TRIBUNE representative. 


"Of course I can say to you that Al- 


berger nas no connection whatever with 
me," declared Tevls. 
"I do not know 


what his proposition isi and of course I 
am not disposed to say anything about 
it. We ourselves are going on with our 
work, our engineers are working night 
and day and our contracts will soon be 
ready 
I am busily engaged myself In 


our 
plans for coming Into Alameda 


county; I am consulting dally with, va- 
rious persons and some are hurrying me. 
Now, I am not disposed to hurry; I am 
not in a great rush, that is, 1 don't want 
to rush my work; I want to be careful. 
I am in a great rush as far as getting 
started Is concerned.

REPORT 13 VALUABLE. 


"Yes, we have a copy of the White 


report," President Pendleton of the Oak- 
land Council admitted yesterday after- 
noon, and when he was asked if It might 
be seen he replied: 


"Oh, no; we keep It In safe deposit. 


It Is very valuable—very valuable to the 
city of Oakland. 
There are only three 


copies in existence. 
We have one ol 


them. I think It may prove of remark- 
able Interest to the city of Oakland. 


"No, we don't have rate Investigations 


rvery year In Oakland. This will be the 
first one since 1907. But there are some 
questions that we want to ask the Peo- 
ples Water Company since we have seen 
this White report." 


When Pendleton was asked If this val- 


uable report, which Is being kepi under 
ock and key, shows that the Peoples 
Water Company Is getting a rate based 
on "Intangible" Investments, Pendleton 
3?came less communicative and replied: 


"That ii a question that I don't care 
o answer at the present time, and If 
•ou quote me I wish you would say 
hat L have no desire to harm the Peo- 
ples Water Company, for I consider that 
any harm done the water company would 
harm the city of Oakland." 


Rumor has It that Prank' Havens has 


been particularly desirous 
that there 


should be no water rate Investigation 
at this-time, and that, while he con- 
siders the , White report a 
document 


to be respected, 
he does not hold It 


In the same veneration that President 
Pendleton does. 


"Is it true that Havens has 
Inter- 


viewed several members of the Council 
for the purpose of staving off the water 
rate Investigation?" President Pendleton 
was asked. 


'Well, I don't know about that. Tes, ] 


he might have done so," Pendleton made 
reply. 


But the 
particular feature 
which 


Havens would like to have 
Investi- 


gated Is the question, '-Who rave the 
Council that valuable third copy of the 
White report, for the making of which the 
Tevls associated millionaires paid 
good 
coin?" 


OFFER OF TEVIS. 


It may be of interest In thin connec- 


tion to note that Tevls has told the Oak- 
land Council that he will sell water In 
Oakland at whatever rate the 
Council 


•shall make. Of course, he has said that 
he would not'enter Into a rate war with 
the Peoples Water Company, but he ap- 
pears to regard a lower city rat<- without 
dismay. But then his capitalization will 
be considerably less than that of the Peo- 
ples Water Company, which may partly 
iccount for this willingness. 


"Tevls has offered to sell us water at 


the rate we may make." Pendleton says. 
'•He also offers to reduce the rate with 
!very unit which shall be added to his 
plant. That 
Is, for every additional 


5,000,000 gallons brought to Oakland, he 
will reduce the rate." 


But that, perhaps, does not answfer the 


question, "Who gave th* Oakland Council 
he report on the standing and properties 
of the Peoples Water Company?" 


"It will all come out In the Investi- 


gation." says Pendleton, referring to the 
nvestlgatlon which Havens is rot seek- 
ng.

which he Indorsed and approved of 
all I have do'ne.

EVERYONE EMBARRASSED.

verification and endorsement of Devlin's 
work and excused some of the charges on 
the ground of a possible over amount of 
zeal in the performance of his duties.

ney General Parr, who Is the right hand 
man of the attorney general. 


Devlin Insists that Perrin was guilty. 


Some of his friends believe that he is 
being made the scapegoat for former At- 
torney General Bonaparte.

given a further hearing, and Ibis will 
still further delay mutter* and brliut on 


the fight that It is to follow any charges 
that he makes. 


BITTER FIGHT WAGED. 


The figjlit against

ment has been bitterly waged now for 
about t\\o years. Dr. E. B. Perrln was 
tried and convicted with John A. Benson, 
for land frauds. 
Perrin's case was set 


aside on ah appeal. He alUges that the 
testimony of Snell, a timber cruiser, was 
perjured and that his conviction was 
caused by the machinations of '.'Gum 
Shoe" Burns and the fact that possibly 
Devlin kept back evidence which might 
have materially aided him.

After a long discussion 


over the advisability 
of 


endorsing the proposition 


of a public auditorium, brought up last 
night at the Instigation of the progress 
and prosperity committee of the Chamber 
of Commerce, the matter of endorsing 
the committee's petition was laid on the 
table, the consensus of opinion among 
the union men being that the matter 
should wait until the new charter goes 
Into effect. 


It was also feared by the union men 


that the presenting to the people of a 
bond proposition for an auditorium would 
jeopardize the school bonds and although 
the proposition may come up again, It Is 
doubtful whether it ever will, 
as the 


union labor organizations regard the pro- 
ject with distinct disfavor. 


CLAIM SUPPORT. 


"There have been petitions circulated 


by people behind the auditorium move- 
ment," said A. W. Sefton, secretary of 
the council, "claiming the support of this 
council before that support was given, 
and when it was almost a certainty that 
it would not.

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A Bit of Third Term History. 


In teoking over our exchanges we find that a number of the 


newspapers that raved the loudest against a third term for Grant 
in 1880 are the most vociferous in demanding a third term, for Roose- 
velt in 1912. 
Thirty years ago they professed to believe that no 


man was good enough and great enough to be entrusted with the 
reins of authority a third time; that a third term was a menace to 
the liberties of the republic; that the proposition carried with it the 
germ of despotism and one-man power. 


"The man on horseback" was presented as typifying the third 


term idea and its resulting influence on the government. Washing- 
ton's example was cited as a rebuke to all third termers. The rea- 
sons he gave for declining a third term were quoted as warnings 
from the tomb against giving any President more than two terms. 
Because the Father of His Country declined a third term on th 
ground that it would set an evil precedent which would endange 
the peace and stability of the republic, it was said no true patrio 
should aspire to a third term. 


Such was the doctrine taught by the Chicago Tribune and th 


New York Evening Post in 1880. Well, it's different now. Th6j 
are trying to work up a third term movement for Roosevelt pre 
cisely as a third term movement was worked up for Grant in 1880 
Then it was asserted that unless Grant was recalled to the Presi 
dency the South would regain control of the government and cU 
all sorts of terrible things, from putting the Negroes back into slav 
ery to paying the Confederate debt. 
It was represented that th< 


South was in the saddle and filling Congress with rebel brigadiers 
Treason was triumphant. Freedom had not let out such a" yell o 
distress since Koskiusco fell. 


But while the stalwarts were bent on saving the republic bj 


giving Grant a third term, an equally loyal and devoted host, header 
by Horace Greeley, Joseph Medill, Lyman Trumbull. George Willian 
Curtis, Charles Sumner, Reuben E. Fcnton and Carl Schurz, wa> 
dying in the last ditch to save the country from the horrors of im- 
perialism and the trampling hoofs of "The 
Man on Horseback.' 


Leading in this gallant defense of the liberties of a free people were 
the Chicago Tribune and the New York Evening Post. 


But times change and men with them. Grant and the third term 


were beaten in 1SSO, and the country was saved from the fate of 
Rome; and the Negroes were not put back in slavery, the Confed- 
erate debt was not paid, and the South is a less influential factor in 
the government than she has ever been. 


But alack and alas, the men who saved the nation from the 


third term peril in 1?SO are now clamoring for it as a protection 
against the domination of trusts and corporation's.

Morgan, Hill, Archbold and the 
beef barons get what is coming to them. 
The country must be

ticed on the White House lawn. 


Yet the Old Guard refuses to be warned or frightened. 
They 


have learned to detest the third term idea and to venerate the Con 
stitution. They were mistaken about treason being triumphant ii 
1880, and they don't believe the republic is in danger of being eatei 
up alive by a. few bald-headed and red-nosed millionaires who are 
much more concerned about keeping out of jail than they are about 
ruling' the country. The Old Guard have had hysterics themselves 
and they have caused others to throw a good many fits; therefore 
they do not discern a coming revolution in every conniption. More- 
over, they believe Washington set a wholesome example and are 
convinced Roosevelt should follow it. 


Still the Chicago Tribune and a host of statesmen out of a job 


are singing the carmagnole and calling for Teddy to come back and 
be Caesar. The humor of the situation lies in the fact that the 
third term and Cacsarism arc now accepted as the only salvation 
of the republic by men who professed thirty years ago to regard 
them as the greatest perils the nation had to encounter.

Nothing is plainer, however, than that Pin- 
chot, Garfield, Glavis, Jones ct al. all testified in a spirit of bitter 
hostility to Ballinger. From the start they distrusted and disliked 
him, and every conclusion and inference they drew was to his dis- 
credit. 
Every change of method suggested by him was construed 


as evidence of a design to give covert aid to land-grabbers and ex- 
ploiters of the public domain. They gave sullen obedience to his

rlcal energy generated by wind power 
nreanlng machines, pumps and various 
arm appliances being electrically driven,

hundreds 
of Incandescent 
amps are lighted in various sheds and 
houses on the farm. 


A large wind turbine Is placed at the 
op.J ^Le tower- and as this is revolved 
v the wind It actuates a dynamo, which 
jmrgres accumulators, consequently the 
lectricity generated by a wind during 
he night can be stored up for the fol- 
owing day. An auxiliary oil engine has 
aen Installed for times when the wind 
alls. 


WORKS SUCCESSFULLY. 
This 1s not the only plant for generat- 
ing electricity. A firm of electrical engi- 
neers at Wildesden Green have for some 
time had one running successfully, 
An 
Ingenious arrangement is used by them 
to check the vagaries of the wind When 
a strong wind is blowing, -the turbine nat- 
urally revolves quicker than In the case 
of a light breeze, hence the dynamo Is 
driven quicker. The voltage or pressure 
of a dynamo rises in direct proportion to 
Its speed, and a considerable' rise might 
easily 
ruin 
the 
accumulators It was 
charging. 
The arrangement referred to 
automatically checks and charges in volt- 
age so that a sudden change in the wind 
is Instantly counterbalanced.

LONDON. March 16.—Sir William Hug- 


gins, the famous astronomer who recent- 
ly celebrated his elghty-sltth birthday, 
does not share in the belief that men are 
useless after they have passed their six- 
tieth birthday. He Is still alert and vig- 
orous and continues his studies with the 
greatest enthusiasm. In commenting on 
hi« age he said: 
"I am not aware I am old yet. My In- 
terest in things Is as fresh as ever. I 
•work for some hours daily in the physi- 
cal laboratory, spend the afternoon in 
the library and write In the evenings. 


"I am almost a teetotaler, from choice, 


not principle. I take a little wine or a 
glass of whisky when I feel like it, and 
I take wine when I dine out. But I am 
abstemious In this respect, and I have 
never smoked." 


Sir William Is the grand old man of 


astronomy, and the founder of the mod- 
ern science of astro-physics. 


He built and equipped an observatory 


and laboratory at hla home at Tulse Hill 
in 1856, and has probably done more than 
any scientist In the last century to de- 
termine the actual nature of the heav- 
enly bodies, and in particular to solve 
the mystery of the nebula. 
Honors hava been conferred upon him 


by many learned bodies.
